EWARK, N. J., June 13.—The 
69 per cent. increase in truck 
registration in New Jersey in the 
first four months of this year 

over the same period in 1928, 
with expectations that May’s reg- 
istration when announced will be 
on the same ratio, is reflected in 
increased business among the 
commercial car manufacturers 
and truck and bus body build- 
ers in this vicinity. 

The work of the Motor Truck 
Club of New Jersey in protect- 
ing fleet owners from obnoxious 
legislation is said to have had a 
great deal to do with the huge 
increase in trucks in the state. 
The repeal of the interstate road 
tax with its 1', cents a mile pen- 
alty for use of the highways, 
defeat of an attempt to double the 
truck tax and prevention of ecf- 
forts to use gasoline taxes for 
other than highway usage, were 
due, it is said, to the efforts of 
the truck club. 

More than $300,000 collected in 
the few months that the law was in 
elfect has been returned to the 
fleet owners by the state.

| Boston, Mass., June 13.—Compul- 
sory inspection of motor cars will 
become operative in Massachusetts 
on or after July 24, or as soon there- 
after as Motor Vehicle Registrar 
Parker has his plans completed un- 
der the law enacted by the present 
legislature 
This law provides for periodical 
inspection of all motor vehicles and 
trailers to determine whether they 
are properly equipped and main- 
tained in good working order as re- 
quired by previous sections of the 
state laws. This applies to brakes, 
herns, lights, mirrors when required, 
of green light on extension of 
trucks of three tons or over. tail 
lights and general equipment. The 
registrar is now preparing a set of 
rules which will require semi-an- 
nual inspection between January | 
and June 30 and between July | 
and December 31 of each year, with 
difierent colored stickers for each 
inspection period. 
This new law will do away 
safety campaigns previously con- 
ducted, as it removes their cause, 
and will result in more efficiency 
and thoroughness. Under the safety 
campaigns, with voluntary inspec- 
| tions, less than 50 per cent. of cars 
registered received so much as a 
casual inspection In the

Truck Registrations in 
Cook County Gain 54.3%

‘HICAGO, June 13.—New truck 
registrations in Cook County 

for the first five months of this 
year were 54.3 per cent. in excess 
of the same period last year. 
Comparative figures were 5,805 
for this year and 3,762 for 1928. 
(There were 4,172 registrations for 
the first five months of 1927. 
| It is evident, therefore, that the 
truck business in this country 1s 
enjoying the best trade in the his- 
tory of the industry However, 
much of the gain is to be attributed 
to the Ford, which only had 231 
registrations last year as against 
2,173 for 1929. 

Ford's lead was more than a 
thousand in excess of Chevrolet, 
occupying second place. The Gen- 
eral Motors unit had 938, which was 
a decline from the five months last 
year. International, in third place 
with 529, also had less than the pre- 
ceding year, while Diamond T, in 
fourth place, came through with a 
substantial gain of 58.5 per cent. 

New models introduced during the 
period by the Chicago made Dia- 
mond T together with its reliable 
product of the preceding months 
contributed to the success of the 
popular truck. The line had 444 
registrations this year as again 280 
last. January was the peak month 
for Diamond T with 129, March be- 


ing next best with 104, while there 
were 84 in February, 70 in May, and 
57 in April 

Reo also scored a triumph in the 
listings with 317 this year as against 
126 last year The Reo gain was 
151.5 per cent 

General Motor Company had re- 
spective totals of 201 and 166 for 
1929 and 1928.

in several localities, are doing a big- 
ger summer business than in any 
other year. but are slow in paying 
because of the open winter that pre- 
vented them from selling winter 
driving necessities. *%

The Elin Auto Supply Company 
of Newark reports that equipment, 
shop and service station, is the 
leader at this time, with practically 
all other lines active.

Discussing collections, Mr. Fut- 
terman said that the warm win- 
ter, with seasonal articles such as 
chains, heaters, anti-freeze com- 
pounds, etc., remaining stagnant, 
left dealers with a big investment 
in equipment, with the result that 
they have fallen behind in their 
payments. 

Superior Distributors have stocked 
some aviation parts and are gradu- 
ally getting into that branch of the 
business. Mr. Futterman sees a fu- 
ture in a few years in automotive 
jobbers carrying airplane parts and 
replacements. 

The Lebair Auto Supply Company, 
Trenton, finds business increased to 
such an extent that it was forced 
recently to purchase the building 
next door to its present building so 
that it could double its floor space.

Jobbers in N. J. Report Gain

A VERY interesting study which 
was conducted by a wholesale 
hardware dealer in an effort to 
determine how small an account 
he could profitably carry has re- 
cently been reported and should 
prove of interest to some automo- 
tive jobbers who might like to do 
something along the same lines in 
their own territory. 


This merchant’s conclusion was 
that an account to be profitable 
must be made up of at least:— 

One $25 order per month; or 
Two $20 orders per month; or 
Three $15 orders per month. 

In other words, an account of 
$300 per year might be profitable if 
the orders averaged $25 each. On} 
the other hand, an account would 
have to total $540 for the year if 
the orders averaged only $15. 

His next step was to make an 
analysis of all the accounts on his 
‘ustomer list. 

The result of this analysis was 
the elimination of nearly one-third 
of the territory served, the elimina- 
tion of about one-half of his cus- 
tomers and one-third of the items 
carried in stock! | 

As a final result the total annual | 
business was less, but the total an- | 
nual profit was very greatly in- 
creased and the character of the | 
business was improved. i 

We'll bet at least one dollar that | 
a very great number of automotive | 
jobbers would get the surprise of 
their lives if they started out to| 
figure the number of unprofitable 
accounts which are at present clut- 
tering up their ledgers. 


FEW strong wholesalers have 
~* placed on the market and are 
advertising their own private 
brands of merchandise. As a re- 
sult they ave entered into com- 
petition with manufacturers. 
There are a number of reasons 
why this is being done. The major 
reason seems to be because profits 
on manufacturers’ brands are some- 
times very small. But we quite often 
hear another reason—that after a 
wholesaler has established a manu- 
facturer’s product the manufacturer | 
is likely to turn the distribution into 
another channel. 

The manufacturer places the 
blame on the wholesaler. In the 
large-scale distribution of today he 
sees the jobber substituting private 
brands for nationally advertised 
goods and so fears the closing of 
his regular outlet. For this reason 
he welcomes a change to another} 
jobber, a chain store, a department 
store or a mail-order house. 

gp! gripe jobbers see a possi-| 
bility of capitalizing the advantages 
of branding on some items of mer- 
chandise, for it has always been a 
matter of self-preservation for the 
wholesaler to control the market on 
profitable brands wherever possible. 

Wholesalers have not forgotten 
the practice of some manufacturers 
to cut the jobbers’ profit to the 
bone in an effort to gain deeper} 
penetration or to undersell cgmpe- | 
tition. 

A great many things might be 
said pro and con. on this subject 
of private brands, but it would be} 
very interesting to read the results 
of a study which established, first, 
how many of these privately branded, 
articles are profitable; and, second,’ 
whether they are an aid or hin- 
drance toward the elimination of | 
waste in distribution. |

. several of our states the law forbids a man under in-| 
dictment for first degree murder to plead guilty. The law | 
governing human conduct does not permit a man to hang | 
himself by confession. 
Economic laws are not so merciful. A utility or even an| 
organization is sometimes called upon to contribute to the| 
development of the industrial unit that is to displace it. Aj 
case in point has just occurred down in North Carolina. 
Many years ago the Kinston-Carolina Railway was | 
built to-serve the economic needs of the communities which 
it joined. For many years the road made money and paid 
dividends. Then came the motor vehicle and the state of 
North Carolina joined the good roads procession and started 
building highways. One of these state roads parallel the 
course of the Kinston-Carolina between Kinston and Ne- 
ranqille. The railway hauled the material which was used 
in the construction of the highway. When the road was fin- 
ished the people living along it evidently found that high- 
way travel was better than rail service. The receipts of the 
Kinston-Carolina fell off and dividends likewise and now 
the railroad which once contributed so well to the building 
up of its territory is about to quit. It is an irony of fate that 
the last active days of the Kinston-Carolina were spent in 
hauling more material for the construction of another high- 
way which cut off practically its last source of revenue. 


Air Law 


E are still very much “up in the air” regarding prep- 

erty rights in the atmosphere above the surface of 
the earth. The other day a farmer in New Jersey brought a 
trespass action against a parachute jumper who had fallen 
into an oak tree belonging to him. This case was finally 
patched up by the parachute operator promising not to fall 
into any more of this man’s trees. Obviously this was not a 
far-reaching solution of what is really a problem. 

As a matter of fact the question of ““who owns the air” 
is still open to debate. We may be sure that eventually legal 
decisions will establish the right of aircraft to fly over the 
earth regardless of the wishes of owners of the land. But 
there will certainly be general rules of conduct prescribed 
and operators of aircraft will undoubtedly be held liable for 
damage that they may do. 

Time was when the doctrine ‘“‘cujus est solum, ejusest 
usque ad coelum” was considered a fundamental of the Jaw. 
The man who owned the land owned to the highest heaven 
above it. This doctrine was established by scores of decisions 
involving projection of buildings over adjoining property. 

Today we have a Federal Air Commerce act which de-| 
clares the air above a certain minimum safe altitude of | 
flight to be subject to the public right of freedom of inter- | 
state air travel. Various state courts have ruled in favor of | 
the right of travel through the air regardless of the ancient | 
law of possession of the atmosphere by the landowner. | 
Gradually we shall evolve a definite statute and code of laws| 
governing air travel. 

But one thing is certain. No court will uphold any 
claim that will tend to curtail or stop the growing com- 
merce of the air.

Standardized Units 
To Cut Fleet Costs 


ASHINGTON, D. C., June 13.— 
; In a discussion of the value of 
simplification to truck operators, 
delivered before a recent meeting of 
the Washington section of the 
Society of Automotive Engineers, 
Joseph Barrett, superintendent of 
machinery of a prominent company 
operating a large fleet of motor 
coaches, said that “many factors 
entered into the successful opera- 
tion of motor vehicles. One of these 
is ‘standardization of equipment. 
While attempts have been made in 
this direction, each and every lot 
of cabs purchased have certain 
changes with perhaps higher main- 
tenance costs in that the charges 
require different operations in the 
shops and tend to load up the store- 
room with an assortment of dis- 
similar parts. Since these parts are 
not interchangeable, they add to 
the cost of maintenance.” 

If the truck operators would sim- 
plify their equipment to the small- 
est possible number of types and 
makes they would decrease the 
amount of money tied up in inven- 
tory and the interest rates thereon. 
as well as establish a higher stand- 
ard of maintenance of rolling stock 

Obviously too much individuality 
in sizes, dimensions, etc. of wearing 
parts forces the truck operateys 
either to carry a large stock of spare 
parts or wait until they can secure 
the needed replacements from the 
manufacturers. In the first case the 
truck operators may regard their 
Spare parts inventory and the cost 
of carrying it as an _ insurance 
against heavy “break-down” or “out- 
of-service” costs. Nevertheyess. the 
greater the diversity in their equip- 
ment and trucks, the greater the 
cost to them of such insurance 
This lack of adequate interchange- 
ability is a very expensive ‘“insur- 
ance” indeed! 

On the other hand, if the 
operators do not maintain full 
Spare parts stock, but depend in an 
emergency on the equipment maker 
for “quick delivery,” there is the risk 
that the latter may not have the 
parts in stock, and consequently a 
delay may occur that increases the 
“out-of-service” cost to the opera- 
tors. To obviate this difficulty the 
operators sometimes make the nec- 
essary repairs with their own facili- 


truck

ties or with the aid of local job 
shops. 
This lack of quick replacement 


results in a diversion of spare parts 
business from the original equip- 
ment maker, and this diversion, 
plus the relatively high cost of 
manufacturing non-current parts 
a few at a time. tends to raise the

New Metal Dye May 
| Be of Great Value 


[NDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 13.— 

The accidental discovery of a 
metal dye which may revolutionize 
the painting of metal finishes such 
as automobile bodies, was revealed 
to delegates to the National Asso- 
ciation of Foremen in convention 
here last week by W. R. Dougan of 
the Metal Protection Corporation. 

The discovery was made acciden- 
tally, he said, while experimenting 
with chromium plating on alumi- 
num in the company’s plant here, 
and it makes possible the dying of 
metals with brilliant colors in such 
a fashion that the surface of the 
metal must be worn away before 
the dye is penetrated. The discov- 
ery is so recent, Mr. Dougan said. 
that the firm has not yet been able 
to adopt it to any practical pur- 
pose. 

Kam Kathju, former chemist for 
the Ford Motor Company, pre- 
dicted that present-day lacquers 
would be obsolete in automobile 
finishing within two years. He 
forecast a synthetic resin would 
take the place of nitro celluloise, 
the principal ingredient of lacquer, 
which, he said, breaks down under 
the ultra violet rays of the sun.
